This  institution  was  chartered  first  as  Auburn  Female 
Seminary,  in  1852.  Transferred  to  its  present  site  in  1853,  it 
was  rechartered  as  "Elmira  Female  College"  in  1855.  It  was 
the  first  place  of  learning  for  women  in  this  country,  entitled 
by  both  a  legal  right  to  confer  degrees  and  a  higher  course,  of 
study,  to  rank  as  a  college.  It  was  founded  for  the  purpose 
of  furnishing  women  the  best  facilities  for  thorough  education. 
It  offers  a  carefully  arranged  and  full  collegiate  course  of  study, 
with  all  necessary  advantages  of  libraries,  apparatus,  literary 
vSocieties  and  lectures. 

Those  students  who  satisfactorily  complete  the  full  classical 
course  are  entitled  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 
Those  who,  preferring  scientific  studies  to  classical — under 
limitations  prescribed  on  page  8 — graduate  with  like  pro- 
ficiency in  the  department  of  their  choice,  are  entitled  to  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

The  degrees  of  Master  of  Arts  and  Master  of  Science 
are  bestowed  on  those  alumnae  of  this  or  other  colleges  who 
furnish  evidence  of  satisfactory  progress  in  liberal  studies  dur- 
ing a  period  of  not  less  than  three  years  after  graduation. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music  (Mus.  B.)  will  be  con- 
ferred on  students  who  graduate,  having  traversed  the  entire 
course  in  any  musical  department  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Musical  Faculty.

ADMISSION  TO  THE  FRESHMAN  CLASS. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  must  present 
satisfactory  certificates  or  pass  examinations  in  the  following 
studies  : 

English — English  Grammar  and  Elements  of  Rhetoric. 

Each  candidate  will  also  be  required  to  write  a  short  essay,  correct  in 
spelling,  punctuation,  capitals,  division  into  paragraphs,  grammar  and 
expression,  upon  a  subject  selected  from  one  of  the  following  books  : 
Shakespeare's  "Merchant  of  Venice,"  "Book  of  Job,"  Scott's  "Ivanhoe," 
George  Eliot's  "Romola,"  Kennan's  "Siberian  Explorations,"  Brown- 
ing's "Herve  Riel,"  Whittier's  "Angels  of  Buena  Vista,"  or  a  current 
newspaper  topic. 

Geography — Modern  and  Classical  Geography. 

History — The  History  of  the  United  States;  the  History  of  England; 
Barnes'  United  States,  and  Anderson's  or  Steele's  England,  are  named 
to  indicate  the  knowledge  required.

Equivalents  in  reading  will  be  accepted,  but  no  amount  of  reading  in 
place  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  Grammar. 

All  candidates  for  advanced  classes  must  sustain  examina- 
tion in  the  studies  previously  pursued  by  the  class  which  they 
purpose  to  enter.  By  meeting  this  requirement,  students  may 
be  admitted  at  any  time  during  the  Collegiate  year. 

The  examination  of  candidates  for  entrance  will  be  held  on 
Thursday,  June  12,  1890,  and  on  Wednesday,  September  10, 
1890,  at  9  A.  m.,  in  the  College.  Applicants  are  requested  to 
present  themselves  promptly,  and  are  advised  to  prefer  the 
June  examination,  so  as  to  leave  opportunity  to  make  up  pos- 
sible deficiencies  before  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term. 

Several  previous  catalogues  having  offered  to  candidates 
desiring  to  devote  themselves  to  the  exclusive  pursuit  of  math- 
ematics, the  physical  sciences,  literature  and  mental  philoso- 
phy, peculiar  facilities  for  admission,  these  privileges  are  ex- 
tended for  two  years,  subject  to  prospect  of  more  stringent 
requirements  after  June,  1892.  Such  candidates  will  be  re- 
ceived, as  heretofore,  on  successful  passing  of  examination  in 
one  year's  study  of  L,atin,  and  one  also  of  Greek  or  of  either 
German  or  French, — other  requirements  as  above;  and  on 
successful  completion  of  the  course  they  will  be  entitled  to  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

It  is  the  design  of  the  management,  as  soon  as  possible,  to 
organize  and  thoroughly  equip  a  scientific  department,  which 
shall  offer  the  undergraduate  a  course  of  study  fully  as  exact- 
ing, varied  and  beneficial  as  that  now  emphasized  and  recom- 
mended. 
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THE  PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Preparatory  Department,  by  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  is  to  be  abolished  by  a  progressive  discontinuation  of 
classes.  After  June,  1891,  no  students  will  be  received  for  the 
lowest  grade,  and  after  June,  1892,  none  for  the  second  grade. 
In  June,  1893,  the  Preparatory  Department  will  be  closed  and 
thenceforth  the  energies  of  the  faculty  will  be  given  exclusively 
to  collegiate  work.  Until  June,  1891,  however,  preparatory 
students  will  be  welcomed  in  all  classes  and  received  on  pre- 
vious conditions.  Candidates  for  admission  must  pass  exami- 
nations in  Orthography,  English  Grammar,  Geography  and 
Arithmetic  complete. 

THE  REGULAR  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  regular  course  of  collegiate  instruction  extends  through 
four  years.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  A.  B.  are  required 
to  continue  the  study  of  Latin  and  the  second  language  ac- 
cepted for  admission  to  the  Freshman  class,  at  least  one  year 
beyond  the  requisition  for  entrance.  In  addition  to  this  there 
must  be  at  least  two  years'  study  of  a  third  language,  With 
these  limitations,  a  certain  range  of  election  is  provided  and 
allowed.  No  student,  however,  will  be  permitted  to  spend 
more  than  sixteen  hours  in  the  recitation  room  each  week; 
and  three  hours  in  the  laboratory,  art  studios  or  music  rooms 
will  be  counted  as  one  recitation,  provided  that  the  total  of 
hours  be  not  reduced  thereby  for  Freshmen  and  Sophomores 
below  thirteen,  nor  for  Juniors  and  Seniors  below  twelve,

Attention  is  par- 
ticularly directed  to  the  true  methods  of  historical  research. 
The  historic  progress  of  civilization  and  the  development  of 
political  institutions  and  ideas  are  considered,  and  the  mutual 
bearings  and  influence  of  the  History  of  a  period  upon  its 
Literature  and  Art. 

The  course  in  Mathematics  comprises  the  following 
branches  :  Higher  Algebra,  Plane,  Solid  and  Spherical  Geom- 
etry; Trigonometry,  Plane,  Analytical  and  Spherical,  with 
applications  to  Navigation  and  Surveying,  Analytical  Geome- 
try, Calculus,  Astronomy  and  verifications  in  the  Observatory. 

The  branches  in  Physical  Science  are  Botany,  Zoology, 
Physiology  and  Hygiene,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Geology,  Bi- 
ology and  Astronomy.  In  the  Freshman  year  a  short  ele- 
mentary survey  of  the  sciences  is  given  by  lectures.  In  Zoology 
an  outline  of  the  theories  of  classification  is  followed  by  work 
in  the  study  of  birds  and  insects  in  the  Museum.  Geology  is 
taught  by  lecture,  text-book,  specimens  and  occasional  field 
work,  and  is  further  illustrated  by  lantern  projections,  models, 
maps  and  casts  of  the  representative  fossils  of  each  era.  In 
Physics  the  time  is  divided  between  recitation  and  laboratory 
work.  Students  are  expected  to  verify  in  the  laboratory  the 
leading  facts  and  principles  by  their  own  experiments.  The 
course  in  Chemistry  includes  a  rapid  survey  of  the  elements, 
the  nomenclature  and  the  formation  of  compounds.  A  few 
lectures  in  Household  Chemistry  treat  of  foods,  drinks,  adul- 
teration, ventilation,  etc.  Arrangements  are  satisfactory  for 
corresponding  work  in  the  chemical  laboratory  by  the  students 
themselves.  Astronomy  is  taught  along  the  line  of  "Young's 
College  Astronomy."  Instruction  in  Botany  relates,  at  first, 
in  general  to  plant  life,  growth,  morphology  and  classification. 
Field  work  and  a  collection  of  American  native  plants  render 
this  study  practical.  In  the  Senior  year  one  semester  is  de- 
voted to  Biology  on  the  line  of  Bessey's  Advanced  Course  in 
Botany,  and  a  close  study  is  made  of  life,  growth  and  evolution 
of  forms,  with  aid  of  the  microscope,  Physiology  is  taught  by 
text-book  and  the  use  of  the  human  skeleton  and  a  large 
Auzuox  dissecting  mannikin. 
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In  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy  text-books  are  supple- 
mented by  lectures  upon  ancient,  mediaeval  and  modern  schools 
of  thought.  Psychology  is  approached  from  both  the  old  and 
the  new  staud-point,  and  is  viewed  through  the  physiological 
no  less  than  through  the  metaphysical  atmosphere.  While  all 
rightful  importance  is  attached  to  ancient  speculations  the  dis- 
coveries of  modern  science  in  cerebral  physiology,  hypnotism 
and  kindred  realms  of  research  are  not  ignored. 

Christian  Evidences  receive  careful  and  extended  con- 
sideration; as  do  also  Ethnic  Religions,  Pantheism,  Deism 
and  Theism  in  their  relations  to  Christianity. 

ASTRONOMICAL  OBSERVATORY. 

The  Observatory  and  grounds,  formerly  belonging  to  the 
Elmira  Academy  of  Sciences,  have  been  recently  deeded  to 
the  College.  The  enlarged  building  comprises  a  hall  for 
scientific  lectures  and  a  commodious  Museum  of  Natural  His- 
tory and  Geology.  The  equipment  consists  of  a  good  Refract- 
ing Telescope  of  eight  and  a  half  inches  clear  aperture,  in  the 
dome,  and  a  Transit  Telescope,  a  Siderial  Clock,  an  Electric 
Chronograph  and  Star  Charts  in  the  east  wing,  In  the  north 
extension  is  found  a  place  for  lantern  projections  and  micro- 
scopic work.  Students  in  the  Senior  class  spend  one  evening 
each  week  in  this  building.  On  clear  nights  the  time  is  de- 
voted to  inspection  of  the  heavens,  star  and  planetary  positions, 
time  determinations  and  studies  of  a  few  multiple  stars  and 
nebulae.  Cloudy  evenings  are  used  for  short  lectures  and  the 
practical  employment  of  the  Spectroscope  and  Microscope.

Professor  Baker,  in  above  list,  will  begin  service  with  the 
first  semester  of  the  coming  college  year;  when  also  the  de- 
partment of  instruction  on  the  organ  will  pass  to  the  care  of 
Prof.  Dickinson. 

The  School  of  Music  is  open  to  both  regular  and  special 
students.  There  are  no  requirements  for  admission  other  than 
a  rudimentary  knowledge  of  musical  practice. 

A  diploma  and  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music  (Mus.  B.)  will 
be  awarded  to  graduates  of  this  School  who,  having  completed 
the  full  course  in  each  department,  are  able  to  pass  a  strict 
examination.  The  candidate  for  a  degree  must  possess  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  harmony,  and  be  well  versed  in  the 
history  of  music;  she  must  also  read  an  original  essay  at  the 
final  examination  upon  some  historical  subject  prescribed  by 
the  Director.  In  the  department  of  vocal  culture  the  candi- 
date must  have  devoted  at  least  one  year  to  the  study  of  the 
piano. 

Courses  of  lectures  on  the  history  and  higher  criticism  of 
music,  illustrated  by  the  faculty  and   advanced  students,  are

given  by  the  director  throughout  the  year.  To  these  all  stu- 
dents of  the  College  in  all  branches  have  access  without 
charge. 

Public  and  private  concerts  by  the  musical  faculty  and  stu- 
dents are  frequently  given,  to  enable  the  latter  to  hear  other 
pieces  than  those  they  are  studying,  and  also  to  receive  the 
benefit  that  comes  from  performance  with  and  before  other 
musicians. 

Ensemble  classes  afford  advanced  students  the  opportunity 
of  playing  in  concerted  piano  works,  and  also  of  practising 
with  the  violin  and  other  instruments. 

Recitals  and  concerts  by  famous  performers  are  arranged 
from  time  to  time,  and  they  are  open  to  the  School  of  Music 
free  of  charge. 

Unusually  favorable  advantages  are  offered  to  those  who 
wish  to  become  good  church  organists.  The  course  involves 
not  only  the  most  advanced  solo  playing,  but  also  instruction 
in  choir  accompaniment  and  direction  from  teachers  of  prac- 
tical experience  in  those  departments. 

A  choral  class  meets  once  each  week  under  the  direction  of 
the  Professor  of  Vocal  Culture,  for  the  study  and  performance 
of  choruses  and  part  songs. 

While  the  study  of  the  theory  of  music  is  not  yet  compul- 
sory, the  necessity  of  some  knowledge  of  harmony  is  so 
obvious  that  every  student  is  strongly  urged  to  devote  at  least 
one  year  to  this  branch.

The  best  elementary  methods  employed  at  the  Paris  and 
Ueipsic  Conservatories,  viz,:  Rode,  Kreutzer  and  Baillot's 
school;  Alard's  and  DeBeriot's  methods;  David's  and  Spohr's 
schools;  36  Etudes  for  those  who  wish  to  prepare  themselves 
for  the  celebrated  Kreutzer  Etudes  and  Fiorillo's  Caprices; 
Pleyel's  violin  duets;  Maza's  violin  duets;  Airs  varies  by 
Dancla  for  violin  and  piano;  easy  fantasies  on  operatic  themes 
by  Alard,  for  violin  and  piano;  Kreutzer' s  Etudes;  Schradieck's 
Technical  Studies;  the  violin  and  piano  Sonatas  of  Haydn, 
Mozart,  Beethoven  and  Schubert;  Concertos  of  Rode,  Yiotti, 
Spohr,  De  Beriot,  Mendelssohn,  etc.;  Viotti's  violin  duets; 
ensemble  music  arranged  for  four  hands,  piano  and  violin, 
('cello  ad  lib.);  Beethoven's  Symphonies,  Nos.  1 — 8;  Schubert's 
unfinished  Symphony,  and  according  to  the  aptitude  of  the 
pupil,  such  progressive  studies  and  selections  from  orchestral 
scores  of  the  classic  and  modern  masters  as  are  best  suited  to 
the  temperament  and  conception  of  the  advanced  student. 
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HARMONY. 

Complete  instruction  offered  in  the  Theory  of  Music,  based 
on  the  works  of  Richter  and  Bussler.  This  course  is  offered  and 
urged  with  a  view  to  enable  not  alone  the  musical  students, 
but  also  the  general  students — the  listener  as  well  as  the  per- 
former— to  have  a  proper  appreciation  of  tonal  structure;  to 
judge  by  the  eye  as  well  as  by  the  ear,  of  the  merits  or  de- 
merits of  a  composition. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY  IN  VOCAL  CULTURE. 

The  old  Italian  method  is  mainly  employed  in  the  formation 
of  the  singing  voice;  but  the  best  features  of  other  methods 
will  be  used,  according  to  the  needs  of  the  individual  student. 

GRADE  i. 

Technical  drill;  sight  reading;  elementary  studies  of  Sieber,  Concone, 
Marchesi;  simple  songs. 

GRADE  II. 

Technical  drill;  sight  reading;  advanced  studies  of  Concone,  Garcia, 
Lutgen,  Bonoldi;  songs  by  the  best  composers;  simple  scenas  and  arias 
from  operas,  cantatas  and  oratorios. 

GRADE   III. 
Technical  drill;  sight  reading;  studies  of  Lamperti,  Panofka,  Mazzoni, 
Rossini;    songs  of  Schubert,    Schumann,    Mendelssohn,    Franz;    larger 
selections  from  operas  and  oratorios. 

GRADE  IV. 
Technical  drill;    sight  reading;    difficult  concerted  pieces;    songs  by 
all  composers,  classic  and  modern. 
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SCHOOL  OF  A*RT. 


Rev.  C.  VAN  NORDEN,  D.  D.,  President. 

Prof.  GEORGE  W.  WATERS,  A.  N.  A.,  Director.

The  department  is  in  charge  of  an  experienced  professional 
artist  of  superior  excellence  in  landscapes,  portraits  and  figures 
— in  oil,  water  colors  and  crayon. 

Among  the  selections  of  classic  and  modern  statuary  in  the 
studios  are  full-sized  busts  of  the  Apollo  Belvidere,  Diana, 
Venus  de  Milo,  Julius  de  Medici  (by  Michael  Angelo),  Venus 
de  Medici,  Thorwaldsen's  Mercury  and  Eve,  Clytie,  and  full- 
length  reductions  of  Flora,  Venus  de  Milo,  Pomona,  a  torso  of 
the  L,aocoon,  with  colossal  busts  of  Bacchus  and  Ariadne. 
These  and  other  standard  models  in  the  Round  furnish  supe- 
rior means  for  a  good  foundation  in  the  study  of  art. 

For  such  students  as  desire  to  become  professionals  or  to  fit 
themselves  for  systematic  and  successful  instruction  in  drawing 
and  painting,  the  following  course  is  provided: 

First  Year — Charcoal  drawing  in  outline  from  solid  geometrical  forms 
and  portions  gf  the  human  figure,  with  elements  of  perspective,  until 
perfect  control  over  hand  and  eye  is  secured. 

Second  Year — Drawing  in  charcoal  and  crayon,  from  the  antique, 
heads,  busts  and  full  figure  in  outline.     Modeling  in  coal,  crayon  and  oil. 

Third  Year — Drawing  in  charcoal  and  crayon,  and  manipulation  of 
color,  from  still  life  subjects.  Studies  in  color  combinations,  draperies 
and  other  objects. 

Fourth  Year — Composition,  color  in  landscape,  figures,  heads  and 
interior  subjects.  Application  of  all  principles  to  open  air  sketching  and 
painting  in  color. 

On  successful  completion  of  this  entire  course  a  diploma  will 
be  awarded. 

Valuable  works  have  been  secured  for  the  Art  Gallery  from 
such  well-known  artists  as  J.  B.  Bristol,  J.  R.  Brevoort,  George 
H.  McCord,  A.  C.  Howland,  William  Morgan,  Arthur  Parton, 
Henry  W.  Parton,  Miss  Annie  Morgan,  William  H.  Beard, 
William  B.  Baker,  C.  T.  Chapman,  F.  S.  Smith,  G.  W.  Waters. 
and  others. 
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PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 

Careful  attention  is  paid  to  health  and  physical  culture.  All 
the  students  are  expected  to  exercise  daily  in  the  open  air, 
unless  specially  excused.  They  also  engage  in  gymnastic  and 
calisthenic  exercises  in  the  gymnasium.  These  exercises  are 
accompanied  by  music  and  are  under  the  direction  of  an  expe- 
rienced teacher.  The  grounds  of  the  College  afford  ample 
opportunity  for  walks  and  games. 

In  case  of  illness  the  students  are  under  the  care  of  the 
Matron,  who  is  a  skillful  and  experienced  nurse.  No  charge 
is  made  for  attendance  or  medicine  except  when  under  the 
care  of  a  physician,  or  of  a  special  nurse.  No  charge  is  made 
for  meals  sent  to  the  infirmary,  provided  the  patient  is  unable 
to  be  present  at  table  in  the  dining-room. 

The  health  of  the  students  always  receives  the  most  careful 
consideration,  and  due  regard  is  given  to  any  reasons  which 
may  seem  to  require  either  temporary  rest  from  study  or  a  final 
removal  from  College;  but  it  is  always  expected  that  no  student 
will  leave  College  before  the  close  of  the  collegiate  year  except 
for  reasons  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty. 

Correspondence  on  the  subject  of  health  may  be  addressed 
to  the  Matron. 

MORAL  AND  RELIGIOUS  CULTURE. 

The  Bible  is  systematically  taught,  and  the  Faculty  and  stu- 
dents meet  daily  in  the  Chapel  for  religious  worship. 
Although  by  charter  the  College  is  under  the  care  of  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  New  York,  yet  there  is  no  intention  to 
render  it  sectarian  in  its  influence  over  the  students 
entrusted  to  its  care.  A  definite  provision  of  the  charter  re- 
quires that  the  principal  evangelical  denominations  shall  al- 
ways be  represented  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Denomina- 
tional preferences  and  associations  are  most  carefully  respected, 
and  students  are  allowed  to  select  their  own  places  of  wor- 
ship. 

The  Christian  Association  of  the  College  was  organized 
in  1866,  having  for  its  object  mutual  helpfulness  in  the  Chris- 
tian life.  It  has  interested  its  members  in  the  missionary 
work,  home    and  foreign,  and   has    contributed  to  that  work 
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each  year  In  1887  if-

Each  boarding  student  is  expected  to  furnish  her  own  nap- 
kins and  towels,  one  pair  of  sheets  and  pillow-cases,  and  a 
coverlet  and  blankets,  so  that  two  room-mates  may  together 
furnish  all  needed  bed-clothing.  Each  student  should  provide 
a  spoon  for  use  in  her  own  room,  a  gymnastic  costume,  a 
water-proof  cloak,  an  umbrella  and  overshoes.  Each  accepted 
applicant  will  receive  a  card  giving  directions  for  the  gym- 
nastic costume.  Every  student  will  need  a  Bible  with  mar- 
ginal references,  a  Bible  Dictionary,  and  an  English  Dic- 
tionary. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  the  wardrobe  should  be  plain,  but 
yet  so  complete  as  to  avoid  the  necessity  for  frequent  purchases 
in  term  time.  All  articles  of  clothing  should  be  distinctly 
marked  with  the  owner1  s  ?iame. 

REGULATIONS 

Are  few  and  simple.  The  students  are  treated  as  women  of 
honor  and  discretion,  and  are  expected  to  behave  accordingly. 
Those  who  show  themselves  incapable  of  response  to  an  appeal 
to  their  self-respect  will  not  be  permitted  to  remain  in  the  in- 
stitution. As  thorough  scholarship  can  not  be  attained  if  ab- 
sence from  recitations  and  interruption  of  study  hours  be  per- 
mitted, under  ordinary  circumstances  visiting  at  home  or 
among  friends  is  not  allowed.  Social  visits  in  the  city  must 
be  rare  and  guarded  by  careful  limitations.  For  like  reasons, 
visits  made  by  parents  or  friends  upon  students  should  be  con- 
fined to  calls.  While  the  College  would  enjoy  entertaining  its 
patrons,  it  is  ill-equipped  for  a  prolonged  hospitality,  which  in- 
evitably distracts  attention  and  interrupts  labors  of  both  teacher 
and  student. 

General  calls  upon  the  young  ladies  are  to  be  confined  to 
the  hours  of  recreation,  and  are  not  expected  in  the  evening  or 
an  the  Sabbath. 

Friends  are  requested    not  to  make    appointments  to  meet 
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students  at  the  different  railway  stations  or  at  hotels.  They 
will  also  see  the  impropriety  of  asking  to  have  students  visit 
them  away  from  the  College,  thus  interrupting  their  studies. 

No  reasons,  except  serious  illness,  should  delay  any  student 
a  single  day  after  the  expiration  of  any  vacation,  recess  or 
leave  of  absence.  Such  delay,  unless  clearly  unavoidable,  will 
reduce  the  standing  on  the  merit  roll. 

Parents  are  requested  not  to  ask  permission  for  their  daugh- 
ters to  leave  College  before  the  closing  exercises  of  each  ses- 
sion. At  the  Thanksgiving  recess  only  one  day  is  observed 
as  a  holiday.  All  requests  from  parents  or  friends  are  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  President. 

j^r0  All  communications  which  request  permission  for  any 
student  to  leave  the  College  are  to  be  sent  in  writing,  directly 
to  the  President,  and  not  by  telegraph,  except  in  cases  of  ex- 
treme necessity. 

It  is  of  course  expected  that  satisfactory  reasons  will 
accompany  all  such  requests.  All  telegrams  for  students  and 
general  correspondence  must  be  directed  to  the  Lady  Prin- 
cipal. 

PECUNIARY    AID. 

Mr.  Simeon  Benjamin,  the  principal  founder  of  the  College, 
left  a  bequest  of  $25,000,  the  income  of  which  forms  an  Aid 
Fund  for  assisting  worthy  and  needy  young  women.  General 
A.  S.  Diven  has  also  given  the  sum  of  $4,000  to  be  a  Free 
Scholarship,  the  income  of  which  is  accepted  by  the  College 
in  full  payment  for  the  annual  charge  of  board  and  tuition  for 
one  student. 

The  aid  granted  is  designed  for  those  who  are  in  regular 
College  classes  and  design  to  graduate.  It  is  only  in  very 
rare  cases  that  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  can  be  given  to 
any  applicant  for  the  first  year.  These  appropriations  are  en- 
tirely private.  Satisfactory  references  and  testimonials  will  be 
expected.  Applications  are  to  be  renewed  each  year,  if  con- 
tinued aid  is  desired,  and  are  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the 
committee.  It  is,  of  course,  expected  that  those  only  will  be 
aided  who,  without  such  assistance,  would  be  unable  to  meet 
the  cost  of  their  education.  Persons  who  desire  aid  should 
address  the  President,  and  accompany  the  application  with 
testimonials  and  references.  It  is  hoped  that  means  may  be 
found  to  assist  all  earnest  students,  of  acknowledged  ability 
and  high  moral  character,  who  may  wish  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  College  course  as  a  preparation  for  future  usefulness.

The  total  charge  for  board,  fuel,  light  and  tuition  in  all 
regular  studies,  French  and  German  included,  for  each  semes- 
ter, is  $1  50.00.  or  $300.00  for  one  entire  year.  This 
will  not  include  board  during  the  spring  and  Christmas  vaca- 
tions, for  which  $5.00  a  week  will  be  expected;  nor  washing 
and  ironing,  the  charge  for  which  each  semester  will  be  $15.00, 
provided  there  be  not  more  than  one  dozen  plain  articles  each 
week.  The  price  for  tuition  alone  is  $30.00  for  each  semester, 
and  forgone  study  only  $10.00.

Students  not  regular  members  of  the  College  classes  may  take  special 
branches  in  Art  or  Music,  subject  to  the  general  rules  of  the  College,  and 
will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  $260.00  per  year  for  board,  furnished 
room,  fuel  and  light;  or  $6.60  per  week  for  less  than  a  full  year,  with 
regular  charges  added  for  instruction,  etc.,  as  given  above,  and  $10.00 
per  session  for  each  class  study  in  other  departments. 

Students  may  be  liable  to  a  small  charge  for  pew  rent  in  church. 

A  small  charge,  never  exceeding  25  cents,  is  made  for  meals  sent  or 
carried  to  rooms,  except  in  case  of  real  illness,  to  be  collected  by  the 
Matron. 
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PAYMENTS. 


No  deductions  will  be  made  for  delay  in  entering  upon  the  duties  of  a 
semester,  except  in  case  of  students  who  enter  for  the  first  time  after  the 
first  three  weeks.  For  absence  before  the  last  five  weeks  no  deduction 
exceeding  one-half  of  the  regular  charges  will  be  allowed,  except  in  pe- 
culiar and  special  cases,  to  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee. 
Absence  on  account  of  sickness  must  be  certified  by  a  physician  as  neces- 
sary. 

In  case  of  those  who  leave  College  during  the  whiter  holidays,  or  dur- 
ing the  last  five  weeks  of  either  semester,  no  deduction  will  be  allowed. 

All  bills  for  each  semester  are  payable,  invariably  in  advance,  on  the 
first  day,  or  on  the  first  day  of  entrance.  No  student  is  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  the  College  until  her  bills  are  settled,  and  no  delay  will  be 
allowed  except  by  a  written  order  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  or  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  College.  All  students  are  consid- 
ered under  engagement  to  remain  from  the  time  of  entrance  until  the 
end  of  the  collegiate  year,  unless  prevented  by  sickness  or  other  unavoid- 
able reasons.
